If there are 
too many stitches to 10 cm, your tension 
is tight and you should change to a larger 
size needie. If there are too few, your 
tension is loose and you should change to 
a smaller size needle.

Note for Motif Knitting 

When working from chart, do not carry 
colours across wrong side of work, but use 
separate balls as required, twisting yarns 
when changing colour to avoid a hole (see 
diagram). 

Read odd rows K from right to left and even 
rows P from left to right. 




You may prefer to swiss embroider small 
areas of colour from the chart rather than 
knitting them in. If so, knit these in the 
surrounding contrast and swiss 
embroider before commencing make up. 

Swiss Embroidery 

Use a tapestry needle and appropriate colour. 
Bring needle up through centre of stitch from 
back of work, insert from right to left behind 
stitch immediately above (A) then down 
through centre of original stitch and out 
through centre of next stitch to left (B).

**With 3 ^^4 mm needles and MS, cast on 63 
[71,77, 83] sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), K1, *P1, K1; rep from * to 
end. 

Rib row 2 - P1 , *K1 , P1 ; rep from * to end. 

Rep these 2 rows for 4 [4, 5, 5] cm, ending 
with row 1 . 

Increase row - Rib 7 [8, 10, 10], *M1 (by 
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picking up horizontal loop lying before 
next St and working into back of it), rib 16 
[18,19,21 ]; rep from * to last 8 [9, 10,10] sts, 
Ml, rib 8 [9, 10, 10] (67 [75, 81, 87] sts)/* 
Change to 3 mm needles and starting 
with a K row, work in stocking st for 2 [8, 14, 
18] rows, thus ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Joining in and breaking off colours as 
required, place chart A thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), in MS K11 [15. 18, 21], patt 37 
sts as row 1 of chart A, in MS K1 9 [23, 26, 29].

Cont as set, working appropriate rows of 
chart A until row 58 has been worked, thus 
ending with RS facing for next row.

Next row - K28 [31 , 34, 37], turn and work this 
side first.

Change to 3 ^a mm needles and starting 
with a K row, work in stocking st, shaping 
sides by inc 1 st at each end of 9th [9th, 9th, 
11th] and every foil 8th [8th, 8th, 10th] row 
until there are 59 [65, 65, 73] sts. 

61 cm size: Inc 1 st at each end of every foil 
10th row until there are 69 sts. 

All sizes: Work straight until Sleeve meas 20

MAKE UP 

If you have chosen to swiss embroider small 
areas of colour from the chart rather than 



knitting them in, this should be done before 
commencing make up (see page 2 for swiss 
embroidery instructions). 

Omitting ribbing, press lightly under a dry 
cloth using a cool iron. 

Join right shoulder seam. 

Neck Border 

With RS facing, 3 '•^4 mm needles and MS, 
knit up 8 [8, 8, 10] sts down left side of neck, 
K11 [13, 13, 13] from front dec 1 st at centre, 
knit up 16 [16, 16, 18] sts up right side of 
neck, then K23 [25, 25, 27] from back dec 2 
sts evenly (55 [59, 59, 65] sts). 

Rib row 1 - (WS), K1, *P1, K1; rep from * to 
end. 

Rib row 2 - K2, *P1 , K1 ; rep from * to last st, 
K1. 

Rep these 2 rows twice more, then row 1 
again, thus ending with RS facing. Cast off In 
rib. 

Buttonhole Border 

With RS facing, 3 mm needles and MS, 
starting at side edge of left front shoulder, knit 
up 31 [33, 37, 39] sts to top of Neck Border. 
Work In rib as on Neck Border for 3 rows, thus 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row - (Buttonhole row), rib 3 [4, 4, 4], 
‘cast off 2, rib 6 [6, 7, 8] (including st left on 
needle after cast-off); rep from * twice more, 
cast off 2, rib to end (4 buttonholes). 

Next row - In rib, casting on 2 over those cast 
off. 

Work in rib for 2 rows, thus ending with RS 
facing. Cast off in rib. 

Button Border 

With RS facing, 3 mm needles and MS, 
starting at top of Neck Border on left back 
shoulder, knit up 31 [33, 37, 39] sts evenly to 
side edge. 

Work In rib as on Neck Border for 7 rows, thus 
ending with RS facing. Cast off In rib. 

Place Buttonhole Border over Button Border 
and lightly stitch together at side edge. 

Place centre of cast-off edge of sleeves to 
shoulder seams, then sew Sleeves in place 
to Front and Back. Join side and sleeve 
seams. 

Sew on buttons. 

Do not dry handknits In harsh sunlight as 
fading or yellowing may occur. Do not tumble 
dry.

“Sole of foot 

With 3 ^A mm needles and 1st C, cast on 7 
sts and noting that first row is RS, K 1 row. 

Work In garter st, shaping sides by inc 1 st at 
each end of next 6 rows (19 sts), then on foil 
alt row (21 sts). 

Cont in garter st until work meas 11 cm from 
cast-on edge, ending with RS facing for next 
row.

Row 4 - In 1st C P36, ‘In 2nd C P2tog, P4, 
P2togtbl, In 1st C P2; rep from ‘ twice more, 
in 1st C P34 (94 sts). 

Row 5 - In 1st C K34, (Ml by picking up 
horizontal loop lying before next st and 
working Into back of It, K1) twice, ‘In 2nd C 
sLIK, K1, psso, K2, K2tog, in 1st C K1, Ml, 
K1; rep from * twice more, in 1st C Ml, K34 
(94 sts). 

Row 6 - In 1st C P38, ‘in 2nd C P2tog, 
P2togtbl, in 1st C P3; rep from * twice more, 
in 1st C P35 (88 sts).

With 3 3/4 mm needles and 1st C, cast on 10 
sts and starting with a K row, work In stocking 
st for 6 rows, thus ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Next row - (RS), (K2, Ml ) 4 times, K2 (1 4 sts). 
Work 3 rows, thus ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Next row - (K3, M 1 ) twice, K2, (M 1 , K3) twice 
(18 sts). 

Work 3 rows, thus ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Next row - (K4, Ml ) twice, K2, (Ml , K4) twice 
(22 sts). 

Work 3 rows, thus ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Cont to Inc 4 sts as set over last 12 rows, 
noting to work 1 st more before 1st and 2nd 
incs and after 3rd and 4th incs each time, on 
next and every foil 4th row until there are 38 
sts, then on every foil alt row until there are 
78 sts, thus ending with the row "(K18, Ml) 
twice, K2, (M1,K18) twice”.

Next row - K36, K2tog, sLI K, K1 , psso, K22, 
K2tog, sLIK, K1, psso, K36 (98 sts).

Next row - K35, K2tog, sLI K, K1 , psso, K20, 
K2tog, sLIK, K1, psso, K35 (94 sts).

Next row - (RS), K, Inc in every st to end (36 
sts). 

Next row - P. 

Break 2nd C. 

Join in 1st C and starting with a K row, work 
in stocking st for 7 rows, thus ending with WS 
facing for next row. Place a marker in centre 
of last row. Work 1 row. 

Decrease row - K2, *K2tog, K4; rep from * to 
last 4 sts, K2tog, K2 (30 sts). 
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Work 3 rows, thus ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Inc 1 st at each end of next and every foil 4th 
row until there are 36 sts. Work 7 rows, thus 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Shape top 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows (30 sts). 
Dec 1 st at each end of every row until 14 sts 
rem, thus ending with RS facing for next row. 
Cast off. 



MAKE UP 

Do not press. 

Using 5th C and marker as a guide, swiss 
embroider spots from chart B on right side of 
Upper Body at back. Using 5th C and marker 
as a guide, swiss embroider spots from chart 
C on left side of Upper Body at back. 

With 2nd C and 3rd C used double, using 
marker as a guide, swiss embroider eyes 
from chart D on head. Join underseam of 
head from end of nose to markers. 

With 3rd C used double, embroider mouth in 
stem stitch as in photograph. 



STEM STITCH 




With 3rd C used double, swiss embroider a 
st on either side of nose for nostrils, as in 
photograph. 

With RS of each piece together, join outer 
edges of Head Frill pieces together with a 
back stitch seam. Turn Head Frill to right side 
and stuff lightly. 

Join cast-off edges of head shaping of Upper 
Body. Place markers for position of Head Frill 
on head shaping of Upper Body to markers 

Choose MILWARD for the widest 
selection of quality knitting and 
crochet accessories. 
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on Head and catch together marked sts. 
Insert Head Frill between these sts, then join 
seam, working through all thicknesses. 

Join remaining edges of head to Upper Body. 

Join back seam of each leg. Sew soles of feet 
to base of legs, matching top of soles to toes 
of legs. Join side edges of gusset to side 
edges of thighs to markers. Sew remainder of 
side edges of gusset to cast-off sts of legs. 
Join arm seams. Join cast-on edge of arms, 
matching seam to marker at cast-on edge. 
Stuff arms. Sew a tight running stitch through 
both thicknesses of arm, between marker at 
cast-on edge and marker for top of fingers. 

Sew a tight running stitch as before, halfway 
between first running stitches and each edge 
of hand, thus forming four fingers as in 
photograph. 

Sew top of arms to each side of body, as In 
photograph. 

Tail Border 

With RS facing, 3 ^4 mm needles and 4th C, 
knit up 26 sts around tail opening in right leg, 
26 sts across cast-on edge of gusset, then 26 
sts around tail opening in right leg (78 sts). 
Work In garter st for 2 rows, thus ending with 
WS facing. Cast off knitways. 

Sew top edge of tail around Tall Border. Join 
tail seam. Join back seam, leaving an opening 
at base for stuffing. 

Stuff toy and close opening. 

Do not dry handknits in harsh sunlight as 
fading or yellowing may occur. Do not tumble 
dry.
